PROPOSITION  NO. 1 
(TAX RENEWAL) 

 
SUMMARY:  10 YEAR, 1.01 MILLS PROPERTY TAX RENEWAL FOR  
CONSTRUCTING, OPERATING, AND MAINTAINING THE PARISH COURTHOUSE, 
JAIL AND OFFICE BUILDINGS OF THE PARISH. 

Shall the Parish of St. John the Baptist, State of Louisiana (the "Parish"), continue to levy a 
special tax of one and one hundredths (1.01) mills on all property subject to taxation in the 
Parish for a period of ten (10) years, beginning with the year 2006 and ending with the year 
2015, for the purpose of constructing, operating, and maintaining the Parish courthouse, jail 
and office buildings of the Parish?

(TAX RENEWAL) 

 
SUMMARY:  10 YEAR, .97 MILLS PROPERTY TAX RENEWAL FOR MAINTAINING AND 
OPERATING PUBLIC HEALTH UNITS IN THE PARISH. 
 
Shall the Parish of St. John the Baptist, State of Louisiana (the "Parish"), continue to levy a 
special tax of ninety-seven hundredths (.97) mills on all property subject to taxation in the 
Parish for a period of ten (10) years, beginning with the year 2008 and ending with the year 
2017, for the purpose of maintaining and operating public health units in the Parish?

ROAD LIGHTING DISTRICT NO. 1 PROPOSITION 
(TAX RENEWAL) 

 
SUMMARY:  10 YEAR, 4.86 MILLS PROPERTY TAX RENEWAL FOR PROVIDING, 
MAINTAINING AND OPERATING ELECTRIC LIGHTS ON THE STREETS, ROADS, 
HIGHWAYS, ALLEYS AND PUBLIC PLACES IN THE DISTRICT. 
 
Shall Road Lighting District No. 1 of the Parish of St. John the Baptist, State of Louisiana 

(the "District"), continue to levy a tax of four and eighty-six hundredths (4.86) mills on all 
property subject to taxation in the District, except railroad rights-of-way and tracks located 
thereon, for a period of ten (10) years beginning with the year 2008 and ending with the 
year 2017, for the purpose of providing, maintaining and operating electric lights on the 
streets, roads, highways, alleys and public places in the District?
